It  gives  ne  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  December  31st j 1953* 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  1953  "was  135  - 10  fewer  than  in 
1952  and  twenty  four  fewer  than  in  1951.  If  o-  similar  reduction  should  occur 
annually  for  the  next  thirteen  years,  we  would  be  faced  Td.th  a position  when 
no  deaths  would  be  occurring  in  the  areai 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  I3I  - an  increase  of  tliree  over 
the  previous  year.  No  mother  died  as  a result  of  cliildbirth,  but  one  infant 
was  stillborn  end  three  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  a tvrelvemonth. 

There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  notified  infectious 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis.  This  was  largely  due  to  the  measles 
outbreal:  of  1952  having  come  to  an  end.  During  the  year,  however,  an 
outbrealc  of  paratyphoid  occurred  in  the  Llanarth  area,  a more  detailed 
accoijnt  of  which  \d.ll  be  given  later. 

Eight  new  cases  of  tuberculosis,  all  but  one  of  the  pulmonary  type,  were 
notified  during  the  year,  Tliis  is  an  increase  of  one  on  the  previous  year. 

A more  detailed  commentary  on  various  aspects  of  the  public  health 
appears  in  the  ensuing  pages.

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  area.  Expectant 
mothers  receive  advice  from  their  o\m  medicc.1  practitioners « 

(b)  Infant  welfare  clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Aberayronj  Lampeter 
and  I'Tew  Quay, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district 
nurses  who  are  also  state  registered  nurses, 

(d)  The  health  visitors  who  cover  the  area  are  stationed  at  Cross  Inn^ 
Lmmpeter,  Llandyssul  and  New  Quay,

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Infectious  Disenses  Contd. 

In  the  enrlj'-  part  of  June  a child  living  at  a farm  on  the  outskirts  of 
Llanarth  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  paratyphoid.  Enquiry  at  the  farm 
elicited  that  a man  had  also  suffered  from  similar  symptoms  some  days  previously 
but  i7as  now  back  at  work  mllld.ng  cows.  The  persons  in  charge  of  the  child 
refused  to  allow  it  to  bo  removed  to  an  Isolation  Hospital,  Immediate 
arrangements  were  made  with  the  l-lilk  i'larketing  Board  at  Felinfach  for  the 
pasteurisation  of  milk  collected  from  this  farm.  Meanwhile  a notice  was  served 
upon  the  man  requiring  him  to  submit  himself  to  a medical  excjnination  to 
ascertain  whether  or  not  he  was  a carrier.  The  report  revealed  him  to  be  a 
ca,rrier  of  paratyphoid. 

The  precautions  ta.ken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection  by  those  nursing 
the  child  were  not  to  my  satisfaction.  Confirmation  of  this  view  wa.s  obtained 
when  mice  caught  in  the  house  were  also  found  to  be  infectod  v/ith  paratyphoid. 

It  appeared,  therefore,  that  mice  were  gaining  access  to  contaminated  faeces 
and,  thereafter,  were  roaming  around  the  jJ^-ntry,  Further  representa,tions  were 
ma.de  to  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  child  to  have  it  removed  to  hospital  but 
these  were  again  met  with  firm  refusa.l. 

The  man  who  had  turned  out  to  be  a carrier  wa.s  served  v/ith  a notice 
prohibiting  him  from  milking  cows  or  handling  milk  in  any  form.  Whilst  I had 
no  reason  to  suspect  that  he  would  not  abide  by  this  notice,  I had,  on  the 
other  ho.nd,  no  gua.rantee  that  he  would.  In  view  of  the  seriousness  of  the 
situation  - by  now  another  child  from  Llanarth  village  had  fallen  seriously  ill 
with  paratyphoid  and  a further  child  from  an  outlying  farm  v/as  also  found  to 
have  the  disease  - it  was  decided  that  eveiy  possible  measure  be  tal-cen  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  infection.  The  auth.oritj?’  of  the  Council  was  obtained  to 
apply  to  a Justice  of  the  Peace  for  an  order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  of  the  original  child.  This  was  granted  and  the  child  i-zas  removed  to 
Tanybwlch  hospital.  The  carrier  was  given  the  option  of  entering  hospital  or 
of  ha.ving  his  sale  of  milk  prohibited.  He  chose  the  former  course, 

Jfumcrous  enquiries  vfere  made  to  ascertain  the  source  of  infection  and 
suspicion  fell  upon  a bakery  outside  Llo-narth  and  a milk  retailer  near 
Llanarth,  Employees  of  the  bolcery  were  examined  and  follo\'dng  the  receipt  of 
laboratory  results  some  were  prevented  from  handling  food  until  they  could  be 
given  a cle^n  bill  of  health.  The  milk  retailer  was  found  to  have  a history  of 
a typhoid  - paratyphoid  in  the  last  wan  and  ho  was  also  prevented  from  handling 
milk. 


The  sajiie  difficulty  was  encountered  in  these  investigations  in  Cardiganshire 
as  were  met  in  South  WaJ.es  in  the  previous  year  when  over  500  cases  of 
paratyphoid  occurred.  Despite  the  combined  efforts  of  various  authorities  in 
South  Wa.los  assisted  by  experts  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  source  of  the 
outbrocJc ‘v7ae  not  definitely  established,  Likexm.se  in  the  Llananth  outbrealc  it 
became  impossible  to  make  out  x-;ho  x>rere  tho  culprits  and  who  were  the  victims. 

It  is  gratifying  to  hote,  however,  that  the  outbreak  came  to  an  end  and 
that  no  death  x/a.s  recorded. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

During  the  year  eight  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  to  the 
Department.  The  details  are  as  follows 
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SECTION  47  OF  THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

In  only  one  case  was  it  found  necessaiy  to  apply  for  the  compulsory 
removal  to  hospital  or  a Welfare  Home  during  the  year. 

The  patient,  a lady  of  80,  was  found  to  be  living  in  a tent  on 
Gilcennin  Common,  Her  bed  appeared  to  consist  of  an  assortment  of 
margarine  boxes.  The  \m.nd  and  rain  blew  in  through  the  tent  and,  as  it 
was  February,  the  conditions  were  deplorable.  The  lady  had  had  a stroke 
and  one  side  was  completely  paralysed. 

For  food  she  attempted  to  swallow  a bowl  of  porridge  provided  by  a man 
from  a neighbouring  caravan.  As  her  face  was  partly  paralysed  and  her 
swallov/ing  affected,  she  could  do  no  more  than  put  her  face  to  the  bowl 
and  try  and  lick  the  porridge  much  like  a dog.  There  was  no  one  to  attend 
to  her  needs  and,  apart  from  the  time  when  she  was  provided  with  the 
porridge,  she  was  left  to  lie  alone  in  the  tent.  She  refused  to  enter 
hospital. 

An  urgency  order  under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment  Act,  1951j 
was  obtained  follovdng  the  receipt  by  a Justice  of  the  Peace  of  tiTO 
medical  certificates  and  the  patient  was  removed  to  the  Hospital  Section 
of  Bronglais  immediately.  At  the  expiry  of  3 weeks  the  lady  consented  to 
stay  at  Bronglais, 

A second  case  near  Gilcennin  was  investigated  and,  after  the  arrival 
of  a sister,  the  house  was  cleaned  and  the  animals  such  as  calves  v/hich 
appeared  to  be  kept  in  the  house  were  placed  in  the  outhouses.  No  further 
action  was  taken  in  this  case.

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W/ITER  SUPPLIES 

Vigilance  was  exercised  over  water  supplies  throughout  the  year. 
Contaminated  supplies  wore  investiga,todp  but  in  no  case  did  contamination 
prove  to  be  human  in  origiuc  Remedial  measures  were  advised. 

Reports  were  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Welsh  Office  of  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Oovsrnment  on  numerous  vjater  schemes.  These 
included  the  Llangybi  scheme ^ the  Ffynon  Rhys  scheme j the  extensions  to 
the  Llanarth  scheme  at  Gwmnai-n;^  u.nd  the  Fl^^p  and  Synod  Inn  schemes.  Among 
the  places  inspected  with  Inspectors  or  Medical  Officers  of  the  Ministry 
were  the  various  villages  proposed  to  be  supplied  by  the  Ff^on  Rhys  scheme, 
the  existing  Gorsgoch  Housing  Site  Supply?-  e^-nd  Llyn  Fanod, 

When  the  Ffynon  Rhys  scheme  comes  into  existence  a very  large  gap  in 
the  Council’s  water  undertakings  will  be  filled,  A long  suffering  area, 
however,  still  exists  in  and  around  Bethania  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
progress  will  be  made  vath  the  Ll^m  Fanod  acheme  in  the  very  near  future. 
Vague  promises  of  the  Utopia  which  awaits  them  when  the  Teifi  Lakes 
scheme  comes  about  are  little  consolation  to  the  inhabitants  of  Bethania 
V7ho  have  to  Carrs'-  on  with  little  or  nb  water  for  periods  every  year. 
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SmOE  DISPOSAL 

There  Is  much  work  ahead  of  the  Council  in  this  field  as  Boon  as 
the  Chancellor  of  the  Ebcchequer  relaxes  the  purse  strings#  The  first 
steps  are,  however,  already  being  taken  by  augmenting  water  supplies# 
For  without  adequate  supplies  of  water,  sewerage  schemes  are  impossible# 


GENERAL 

The  Council  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  the  health  of  the  inhabitants 
in  its  area  continues,  on  the  whole,  to  be  extremely  good#

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1953. 

1,  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  Talsarn  Sex>rerage  Scheme  which  \ias  constructed  in  conjunction 
with  the  village  Council  Houses  has  been  completed  and,  save  for  the 
provision  of  electricity  for  pumping,  is  ready  to  function.  The 
Electricity  Board  has  undertaken  to  bring  the  electric  supply  in  1954* 

During  1953  twenty-one  applications  were  granted  for  conversions 
from  the  conservancy  to  the  water  c.arriage  system, 

2,  Refuse  Collection  end  Disposal. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  lorry  became  almost  fully  engaged  in 
the  collection  of  house  refuse.  Villages  at  which  collections  were 
formerly  made  fortnightly  are  now  visited  once  a week. 

Unfortunately  a small  number  of  villagers  still  fail  to  appreciate 
the  advantages  of  the  Scheme  and  adhere  to  the  deep  rooted  habit  of 
throwing  refuse  into  the  rivers,  wliich  causes  pollution  as  well  as 
destroying  the  beauty  of  the  rivers,

During  1953  water  supply  schemes  were  completed  for  Cellan,  Cross  Inn, 
Llanon,  Oakford  and  Llangybi, 

A start  \^ra.s  not  made  on  the  Ffynnonrhys  Scheme  but  there  was  every 
prospect  of  commencement  early  in  1954. 

Springs  on  the  l.and  of  Cruglas,  Synod  Inn  were  harnessed  in  preparation 
for  the  supply  of  the  Plwmp  and  Sjmod  Inn  District,  The  source  showed  every 
promise  after  carrying  out  protective  works,  yielding  an  abundant  supply  of 
wholesome  water. 

Applications  for  connecting  premises  to  Council  mains  which  were  granted 
totalled  one  hundred  r.nd  five. 

Two  hundred  and  seven  samples  were  taken  from  private  supplies  and  mains 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  results  of  the  reports 
are  shown  overleaf.
